REMARKS 

With and as an integral part of the original 
filing of the above -referenced application on August 2, 
2001, applicants filed a "paper" copy of the Sequence 
Listing on CD-R pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.52(e), and a 
computer-readable format (CRF) copy of the same Sequence 
Listing on CD-R pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821 and 1.824. 

The "paper" sequence listing was submitted on a 
single CD-R, provided in duplicate (C0PY1 and COPY2) 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.52(e) (4), and was incorporated by 
reference in its entirety into the specification by 
statement pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.52(e) (5). That the 
duplicate copies were identical was affirmed by statement in 
the transmittal letter pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.52(e) (4), 
and their mutual identity to the CRF copy was affirmed by 
statement in the transmittal letter pursuant to 3 7 C.F.R. 
1.821(f) .
